The  complete  set  of  small  cents  in  my  last 
auction  sold  for  $750  to  one  patron.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  30  silver  medals  sold  for  $175  to  one 
party  and  the  collection  of  German  2  and  3  Mark 
Proofs  went  to  one  party  for  $100.50. 

Foreign  Crowns  move  readily  if  of  finest 
quality  and  not  too  common.  I  need  more  real 
choice  ones  that  retail  for  $10  and  up  each.  As 
they  sell  for  higher  prices  in  London  than  here,  I 
I  have  to  depend  on  collectors  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic. 

Minor  coins  in  Brilliant  Proofs  are  still  tops 
and  bring  oodles  of  bids  from  the  youngsters  to 
the  oldsters.  Had  a  number  of  boquets  from 
bidders  who  are  fond  of  their  mirror-like  surfaces.  Sparkling  diamonds  are 
always  in  greater  demand  than  other  gems  of  even  greater  beauty. 

In  1936  I  brought  out  my  Handbook  for  Shell  Collectors.  It  took  about  5 
years  to  sell  2,000  copies  and  I  had  decided  not  to  bring  out  another  printing, 
but  our  boys  overseas,  thousands  of  them  apparently,  are  picking  up  sea 
shells  and  want  to  know  something  about  them  so,  last  December  I  gave  order 
to  printer  to  make  another  run. 

This  printing  was  as  before  for  2,000.  Advance  orders  sold  out  about  500 
and  then  in  early  July  Uncle  Sam’s  Navy  sent  a  rush  order  for  2,000  copies 
and  I  was  on  a  spot.  Just  could  only  ship  1,500  and  now  the  printer  is  again 
busy.  It  took  a  war  to  make  the  navy  realize  there  was  more  pleasure  in 
picking  up  sea  shells  than  hurling  mighty  shells  against  a  foreign  foe.  Let 
us  hope  more  people  will  take  to  hobbies  and  let  up  6n  killing  people  as  a 
business. 

LOTS  sold  fairly  well  in  last  auction  and  this  catalogue  contains  more. 
When  I  sell  out  all  I  have,  I  hope  to  let  up  on  that  branch  of  Numismatics. 
Too  much  work  for  a  little  profit.  Those  lots  of  ancient  coins  are  worthy  of 
your  attention. 

My  try  out  on  Paper  Money  proved  O.K.  but  I  made  just  one  bad  blunder, 
which  will  not  be  repeated.  They  were  in  four  huge  albums  between  thick 
leaves  of  acetate  paper,  I  think  they  call  it.  I  should  have  taken  them  out  of 
the  books  before  listing  but  time  was  short.  Result,  I  made  numerous  blunders 
in  the  grade.  Still  very  few  came  back  and  in  all  cases  it  was  my  error. 

I  think  those  listed  in  this  auction  will  stand  up  better  as  to  grade  and 
values.  Hope  so  anyway,  as  satisfied  patrons  are  best  advertisement  and 
make  long  friendships.  If  you  have  something  real  choice  in  paper  write  me 
about  it. 

What  has  become  of  the  flood  of  early  dollars.  I  use  to  have  about  a 
hundred  in  stock  all  the  time  and  now  I  have  none.  My  dealer  friends  write 
me  the  same  story.  The  public  must  have  absorbed  most  of  the  supply. 

Several  parties  who  have  received  my  catalogue  wrote  they  never  bought 
at  auctions  and  do  not  know  how  to  go  about  it.  I  wrote  them  it  was  just 
as  simple  as  taking  off  your  shirt.  Just  enter  lot  number  and  the  list  price  on 
your  bid  sheet  of  all  items  you  wish  to  bid  on.  If  you  get  the  items  you  will 
be  billed  just  a  trifle  over  the  next  lower  bid.  If  the  coin  lists  $3.00  and  you 
bid  $3.00,  and  my  highest  bid  was  $2.60  you  would  get  it  for  $2.70.  Give  it  a 
trial  and  you  are  pretty  sure  to  be  well  satisfied.
